P. 3. * I have Just seen Ambassador Msnshlkov who has verbally 
given rae a rough translation of Khrushchev *s reply to my letter which 
was carried to him by EOslov. Roe greater part of the letter is an 
expression of readiness and even a keen desire to exchange visits. 
Be indicated he would prefer that his visit here should take place 
after the termination of the hottest part of our weather. However, 
when he discussed the condition I laid down — namely that there 
should be some degree of progress at Geneva which would justify a 
Summit meeting* he simply played the same old record. He thinks 
there is no virtue in our arguing that without such progress! meetings 
at the highest level would have no reason and no beneficial result. 

Tomorrow the State Department will make a careful translation 
of the letter and we will start drafting a reply which will, of course, 
be sent to you for comment before dispatching. We will send it 
through Menshikov, but Thompson will be provided a copy. 

incidentally, in discussing a possible visit here, he mentioned 
a period of some ten to fifteen days and observed that it would make 
little difference to him whether the visit was formal or informal.
